Earle, Jr.. and he hails from Philadel­ 
phia. Of cou rse he is a Q u aker or at 
least the descendant of Qu akers. He

b est ty pe. H e is a law y er, as his fa­ 
ther and g rand father w ere b efore him.

Mr. E arle is fifty - 
three y ears old. tall and som ew hat 
spare, b u t athletic and v igorou s; Is a

Pa., 
containing

acres, and a su m m er home in the Adi- j 
rondacks. 
He is an ex pert sw im m er ! 
and lov es life in the open. 
H e is president of sev eral b anks and j 
tru st com panies, m ost of which he pu t i 
on their feet afte r they had b een j 
wrecked b y “high finance;” is a great ■ 


stu dent, w ith an accu rate mind and j 
well thou ght ou t conclu sions, y et has 
tim e to b e serene and to take a whole 
v iew of life. H e is spru ng from a fam ­ 
ily tha t goes b ack to the day s of the 
M ay flow er and is him self the father 
of sev en, of whom his prou dest b oast 
is tha t they hav e not a b lemish. 
R ather 
inspiring ty pe, 
is he not, 
this man who has b rou ght the su gar 
tru st to Us knees and is now engaged 
in straightening out the 
Philadelphia 
traction nu rUUe? 
H e is clear cu t and 
does not mince words, u s was prov ed 
b y his lacou ; • s ta temen t of the m anner 
in which he had laid the su gar tru st 
ev idence before the last adm instration 
and urged it to prosecute u nder the 
crim inal clause of The antitru st law. 
T hat sugar affair is a 
story in itself, 
one that would requ ire more than one 
new spaper ¡.age adequ ately to tell, b u t 
in b rief may b e su m m arized as fol­ 
lows:

Adolph Segal, an A u strian prom oter 
and dream er of dreams, got into the 
su gar refinery hab it—that is. he wou ld 
b u ild r fr.cries for the tru st to b u y 
ou t and s'.

the money , the secu rity w as forthcom ­ 
ing. whereu pon Kissel gav e him self a 
good commission for m aking the loan, 
elected him self and three of his clerks 
directors of the Pennsy lv ania Su gar 
Refinery com pany and proceeded to 
shu t down the Camden works. A t this 
Segal cau ght the arom a of a large Af­ 
rican concealed in the cordwood. He 
said he had nev er dream ed of it b e­ 
fore, b u t on this point there are dark 
su spicions. A t any rate, he dream ed 
it now. The feline w as ou t of the meal 
sack. The b enev olent Kissel w as none 
j other than an agent of the su gar tru st. 
The money Segal had b orrowed was 
su gar tru st money . The ob ject of the 
i octopu s w as to pu t him ou t of b u si­ 
ness, which it certainly did. H is su gar 
| w orks w ere shu t down u ntil he paid 
; the loan, and he cou ld not pay the loan 
u ntil he cou ld ru n his refinery and 
| m ake som e money . The tru st had him 
; coming and going. 
One Man Driv en to Suicide. 
There is more of the story , thou gh 
I tha t is the nu b of it. The Real E state 
T ru st Company of Philadelphia w as in- 
; v olv ed w ith Segal, and when the su gar 
I tru st pressed for pay m ent of its loan 
the Real E state T ru st com pany w ent 
to the wall and its president, F rank 
Hippie, com m itted su icide. It w as here 
tha t E arle cam e into the game. 
He 
had already straightened ou t the a f­ 
fairs of a nu m b er of failed b anks and 
had a repu tation as a financial doctor 
and life sav er. H e w as therefore m ade 
receiv er of the Real E state T ru st, and 
from tha t hou r the b enev olent su gar 
octopu s did wot hav e things so mu ch 
its ow n way . Earle fou nd plenty of in­ 


crim inating ev idence against the gen 
tlem en of su gar and proceeded to u se it. 
F irst he laid it b efore A ttorney G en­ 
eral Bonaparte^, and when tha t gentle­ 
m an failed to act Mr. E arle b rou ght 
su it on his own hook. It w as this su it 
w hich the su gar tru st recently settled 
ou t of cou rt b y the pay m ent of $2,000,- 
000, the su rrender of all the secu rities 
pu t u p b y Segal and the cancellation 
of the original $1,25 0,000 loau . The set­ 
tlem ent w as not m ade u ntil the ju dge 
had ru led adv ersely to the tru st and 
ordered the ev idence to go to the ju ry . 
As the su it was for $10,000,000, which 
u nder the triple penalty clau se of the 
law b ecam e $3 0,000,000, and as the 
su gar people w ere looking for fav or­ 
ab le tariff schedu les in W ashington, 
the reason for their hhste to fix the 
m atter u p ou tside of cou rt is apparent. 
N ev erthe;ess it implied a confession of 
gu ilt. 
The pay m ent of $2,000,000 to the 
United States gov ernm ent b ecau se of 
frau ds against the New York cu stom 
hou se grew ou t of like cau ses, and it 
Is b eliev ed that the Earle testim ony 
had not a little to do w ith that case 
also. This was the identical proof laid 
b efore the attorney general of the last 
adm inistration. 
As for that official's 
failu re to act. the reasons are rather 
more than hinted at in a letter from 
Mr. E arie to tl^e attorney general him ­ 
self. In it he referred to sev eral new s­ 
paper stories to the effect that the 
su gar tru st had su ch pow erfu l influ ­ 
ences ct work tha t the gov ernm ent 
wou ld do nothing against it and con­ 
tinu ed: 
Were It rot for y ou r assurances I would 
be Inclined to trou b le y ou no further In 
the rtatter. so widespread seems the Im­ 
pression. if I am to judge from the com­ 
munications sent me, that the sugar trust 
Is immune from attack by the present ad­ 
ministration. 
I inclose two samples from 
the mass that reaches me. 
How do 5rou 
account for that? 
They come from wide­ 
ly separated points. 
One that I send is 
from P itnou r . the other from St. Louis, 
and y et. t 
far as I can see, there is 
nothing 
t ase « them on ex cept the de­ 
partm ents inaction to this time, the em­ 
ploy ment of a firm of attorney s by the 
trust with Washington connections and 
the president's good will to a single mem­ 
ber of the Parsons family , none of which 
or all of which together would not influ-

snce the conduct of an honorable man or 
the suspicions of one of like character. 
H. W. Taft Appears In New York. 
Law y ers and financial men in New ' 
York who hav e followed the su gar 
tru st m atter are recalling this corre­ 
spondence w ith not a little interest. 
The firm of attorney s “w ith W ashing­ 
ton connections” was Strong & Cad- 
w alader, of which, at the tim e Mr. 
E arle wrote, b oth H enry W. T aft, a 
leading cou nsel for the su gar tru st in 
all the' litigation grow ing ou t of the 
Segal loan, and George W. W icker- 
sham. the present attorney general, 
w ere memb ers. 
The fact that H enry W. T aft i^ an 
attorney of the su gar tru st in this 
identical Segal case, thu s inv olv ing the 
law firm of which A ttorney General 
W ickersham was a memb er, raises an 
Interesting qu estion as to w hat the 
present adm inistration will do tow ard 
prosecu ting the tru st. Ju dging b y the 
v igor w ith which Collector Loeb pro­ 
ceeded against the sam e tru st in the 
m atter of the short w eight frau ds, the 
law b u siness of H enry W. T aft and of 
the firm of Strong & C adw alader will 
hav e little or no Influ ence on President 
T aft, and the prosecu tion will go for­ 
w ard w ith the sam e v im tha t m arked 
Receiv er E arle’s case. 
If a priv ate in­ 
div idu al cou ld accom plish w hat he did. 
w hat cou ld not the United States gov ­ 
ernm ent accom plish if it proceeded 
against the tru st w ith all its great 
pow er? One of the most rem arkab le 
interv iew s 
tha t 
hav e 
appeared 
in 
y ears grew ou t of this identical su it. 
It was from no less a man than Sam ­ 
u el U nterm y er, the fam ou s corporation 
law y er of New York, who w as re­ 
tained b y Segal. Mr. U nterm y er stated 
in effect that the gov ernm ent, if it 
w ere in earnest, cou ld not only su c­ 
cessfu lly prosecu te the su gar tru st, b u t 
m any other gigantic corporations tha t 
pu rsu e the sam e methods. T hat inti r- 
v iew took the lid off. 
W hatev er the gov ernm ent does, how­ 
ev er, George H. E arle has giv en the 
su gar tru st a staggering b low. H e has 
not alone w rested from it m any mil­ 
lions of dollars, b u t has shown the 
cou ntry w hat can b e done in cu rb ing 
crim inal com b inations b y any man 
who m eans b u siness. T hat perhaps is 
the greatest sendee of all. Moreov er, 
he has pu t the Real E state T ru st Com­ 
pany of Philadelphia on its feet, thu s 
sav ing the money of thou sands of in­ 
nocent depositors, and has m ade It 
possib le for the Pennsy lv ania Su gar 
Refining company to open its Camden 
plant and resu m e b u siness. 
F or his 
serv ices to the tru st com pany he was 
u nanim ou sly elected its president. 


Other Concerns Sav ed by Earle. 


This is b u t one of a long series of 
tottering or wrecked institu tions that 
George H. Earle. Jr., has su ccessfu lly 
reorganized. Among the others are the 
Pennsy lv ania W arehou sing and Safe 
Deposit com pany , which he took when 
its stock was dow n to $5 per share 
and b y cu tting ou t the dead wood, ju ­ 
diciou s b u y ing of w harfs and b u si­ 
ness principles b rou ght it u p u ntil its 
stock is in the neighb orhood of $100 
per 
share; 
the 
Finance 
Company 
of 
Pennsy lv ania, 
which 
needed 
a 
strong b racing and in E arle’s hands 
got 
it; 
the 
T radesm an’s 
N ational 
b ank, which got into deep w ater w ith 
its stock down to 5 0, called on Earle, 
was set on its feet and now is ab ov e 
par; the M arket Street N ational b ank, 
wrhich w as flou ndering, sent ou t a hail 
for E arle and is now selling a t a pre­ 
miu m of 6 0; the R eading railroad, 
which the last tim e it failed w as pu t 
b ack on its feet b y E arle and F reder­ 
ick P. Olcott of New York; the Choc­ 
taw , 
Oklahom a 
and 
G u lf 
railroad, 
w hich stru ck a slu m p and w ent u nder. 
b u t'W ith E arle as chairm an of its com ­ 
m ittee 
of 
reorganization 
has 
b een 
m ade 
a 
pay ing 
property , 
and the 
C hestnu t S treet N ational Bank and 
T ru st com pany , Inv olv ing the ow ner­ 
ship of the great new spaper, the P hila­ 
delphia Record, all three of w hich Mr. 
Earle, w ith the help of one other re­ 
ceiv er, pu t b ack into flou rishing con­ 
dition, althou gh the b ank and tru st 
company had actu ally failed and the 
paper w as heav ily inv olv ed. 
This notew orthy triple su ccess was 
perhaps E arle’s greatest achiev em ent 
u p to the tim e tha t he reinstated the 
Real E state T ru st com pany and the 
Pennsy lv ania Su gar Refining com pany 
and forced the su gar tru st to disgorge 
sev eral 
millions of money , credits, 
stocks and b onds. And now, a fte r the 
fam ou s street car strike in Philadel­ 
phia, Mr. E arle has b een asked b y the 
m ay or and cou ncils to tak e charge of 
this situ ation and in a letter that 
b oldly ou tlines his v iew s and cu ts to 
the heart of the qu estion has consent­ 
ed to do so. The regard w ith which 
he is held in Philadelphia Is show n b y 
the fact tha t since his appointm ent 
pu b lic confidence tha t the traction 
qu estion is a t last in the hands of a 
man w ho will solv e it has b een gener­ 
ally ex pressed. The sam e tru st in his 
ab ility and integrity w as display ed 
sev eral y ears ago when he took charge 
of a failed tru st com pany . T he m an­ 
ner In which this particu lar failu re 
had b een b rou ght ab ou t b ad enraged 
the depositors, large nu m b ers of whom 
entered su it 
On Sir. E arle’s m ere ap­ 
peal these su its w ere all w ithdraw n, 
he w as giv en com plete v oting pow er 
for the depositors, and he finally paid 
them ev ery cent w ith interest. 
D espite his 
b u siness energy . 
Mr. 
E arle is kindly in m anner, w ith a sin­ 
gu larly lu m inou s smile. H e has scarce­ 
ly a personal enem y in the world. The 
u niv ersal good 
will 
he inspires Is 
show n b y an incident. 
He w as edu ­ 
cated in H arv ard, b u t w as forced to 
leav e college b ecau se of ill health. 
W hen his class gathered on its tw en­ 
ty -fifth anniv ersary It presented its 
alma m ater a fine stadiu m . The col­ 
lege asked w hat it cou ld do In retu rn. 
A fter consu ltation the class requ ested 
tha t the degree of m aster of a rts b e 
conferred on George H. Earle, Jr., 
w hich he had once sou ght, b u t had 
giv en up when he left college.
